“Didn’t 
We  Learn 
This 
Before?” 

When  I  talk  to  children  in 
our  congregation,  it  is  not 
uncommon  for  them  to  ask 
me:  “Didn’t  we  learn  this  before?”  This 
forthright  question  has  been  applied 
to  everything  from  bible  stories  to 
Yom  HaAtzma’ut.  The  simple  answer, 
frankly,  is  “yes.”  But  the  full  answer  is 
that  everything  we  learn,  at  any  age,  is 
meant  to  be  revisited  and  reexamined 
at  a  later  time.  Such  is  the  nature  of 
lifelong  learning. 

The  opening  of  our  Eli  M.  Black 
Lifelong  Learning  Center  this  month 
is  an  invitation  to  our  community  to 
examine  our  commitment  to  Jewish 
education.  By  featuring  the  words 
“lifelong  learning”  in  the  name  of  this 
state-of-the-art  facility  we  assert  that 
understanding  Torah,  wrestling  with 
spiritual  questions,  and  striving  to 
get  closer  to  God  through  study  is  a 
process  that  begins  when  we  are  small 
children  and  continues  for  the  rest  of 
our  lives. 

Our  vision  is  that  at  every  stage  of 
their  educational  journey  members 
of  our  community  will  see  the  issues 


of  our  day  through  a  Jewish  lens  and 
participate  in  what  is  technically  called 
a  “spiral  curriculum.”  Just  as  learners 
return  again  and  again  to  mathemati¬ 
cal  concepts,  scientific  principles,  and 
literary  analysis,  understanding  them 
in  a  more  sophisticated  way  at  every 
developmental  stage,  so  a  Jewish  spi¬ 
ral  curriculum  revisits  topics  through¬ 
out  our  lives  with  the  expectation  that 
each  encounter  will  reinforce  what 
we  have  learned  before  so  that  we  can 
build  on  that  foundation. 

This  educational  approach  is  part 
and  parcel  of  Judaism.  In  essence, 
kri-at  ha-torah,  the  weekly  Torah 
reading,  makes  us  all  members  of  a 
book  discussion  group  that  reads  the 
same  book  every  year.  We  could  well 
ask  every  week:  “Didn’t  we  read  this 
before?”  Of  course  we  did,  but  each 
year,  while  the  text  is  the  same,  we  are 
not.  Every  time  we  open  our  sacred 
scroll  is  an  opportunity  to  see  it  anew. 

Another  aspect  of  Jewish  lifelong 
learning  is  dialogue.  From  the  earliest 
commentaries  on  the  Torah,  Jewish 
learning  has  been  a  centuries-long 
conversation.  Our  education  depart¬ 
ments  are  working  together  to  bring 
learners  into  this  conversation  not 
only  in  discussions  among  peers  but 
in  multi-generational  exchanges. 

In  order  to  generate  such  a  conversa¬ 
tion,  this  December  we  are  launch¬ 
ing  a  weeklong  scholar-in-residence 
program.  We  are  honored  that  Clive 
Lawton,  a  visionary  educator  who  has 
transformed  Jewish  learning  around 
the  globe  through  the  organization 
Limmud,  will  meet  and  teach  learners 


in  every  PAS  education  department. 

In  our  eyes,  lifelong  learning  is  not  a 
product,  but  rather  an  ongoing  pro¬ 
cess.  As  we  look  to  5778,  our  educa¬ 
tors  are  continually  identifying  ways 
of  working  collaboratively  to  define 
goals,  map  our  spiral  curriculum,  and 
ensure  smooth  transitions,  so  that 
learning  at  PAS  is  not  only  a  progres¬ 
sion  from  one  age  level  to  the  next,  but 
a  lifelong  immersion  in  Jewish  texts 
and  Jewish  questions. 


In  the  years  to  come,  rather  than  a 
learner  who  asks,  “Didn’t  we  learn  this 
before?”  I  imagine  a  learner  who  says, 
“I  studied  this  before,  but  I  will  never 
look  it  at  the  same  way  again.”  I  am 
confident  that  our  talented  PAS  edu¬ 
cators  can  make  this  dream  a  reality, 
and  the  Jewish  future  will  be  stronger 
because  of  it.
